The Mermons contend, however, that

ready remarked, their theory is that Gop 
had long since withdrawn these marks of 
His tavor from other Christians, but that 
they were restored again to men with the 
advent of the new rehgion of Josara 
Surra. The apostle Pantay Paarr pre. 
sents the fcoflowing contrast between the 
doctrines of Camist and the doctrines of 
men.

When we enter upon the pure theology 
of Mormonism, we find still greater varia- 
tions from the received doctrines of Chris 
tianity. Though believing inthe Father, 
the Son, and the Holy Ghost, these are not 
conceived by the Mormons as a unity, but 
es distinct personages. They also tell us 
there are many gods, and advance numer- 
ous passages of Scripture to support this 
polytheism. Their worship, however, is 
confined to one Gop, the Father of man- 
kind, and the Creator oftheearth “Thus, 
while the Mormons are polytheists in the 
ory, theg are menotheists in practice.” But 
the immateriality of Gop is expressly de- 
nied, and those who hold the belief are de- 
pounced as disguised atheists. The doc- 
trine of a material deity of course excludes 
the idee of omnipresence as an attribute of 
Gop, and the Mormons do not sbriak from 
accepting the logical result of their premi- 
ses. This belief is also supported by texts 
irom the Bible. Lord AmsBER.er,in this 
connection, quotes passages from the writ. 
ings of Mrvron and Dante, and shows that 
the former, at least, shared the Mormon 
view in attributing anthropomorphic attri- 
butes to God; and remarks that “Paradise 
Lost” is essentially anthropomorphic. 

According, then, to the Mormon fathers, 
the Father and the Son are incarnate; but 
the Holy Spirit int a “person of taber- 
nacie.”
